■ be worth our wdiilo to lend them the 
amount of money really necessary for 
the railway, for it would bo undoubt- 
edly an immense benelit to this coun- 
try ',to, open, up .the Dominion trade, 
which already is not an inconsiderable 
one, and tho possibilities of which in 
the future are enormous. 

"But great as the advantage of Free 
Trade would bo to this country, it 
would really be far greater to tho Dom- 
inion itself. . Tho Dominion is blind to 
its own interests, and wo m&y well say 
with tho Pioman poet, "0 forlunali 
nimium, s^ia si bona norint." They 
have the most splendid opportunities of 
a great trade that any country evei' en- 
joyed if they only know how to take 
advantage of them. If our goods were 
entered freely into their ports and 
1 marlrets,'and permeating into tho farth- 
' esb corners of the land at moderate 
, p^ces ojmpared with those that pre- 

■ -voil ■ in the United States, the fact 
would soon tend to influence tho tide 
of immigration in their direction, 
would bring custouaers across the bord- 
. era to their merchants, and possibly 
create a through trade of great import- 
ance. "VVe have no idea of advocating 
an underground trafEc; but with 3000 
miles of frontier it might become very 
difficult for the United States to keep 
up their high scale of tarifl', and a more 
general benefit might result through 
its revision. Another condition of the 
loan, if wo do give it, should be the 
selection of the most suitable line for 
tho railway, and on that point 
there are wide differences of ojjinion. 
As far as Teto Jaune Cache they seem 
agreed, and that opens up the extensive 
valleys of the Saskatchav.-an and the 
Athabasca; but the ground between 

^that point and the Pacific is little 
known, and Sir John JMacdoxald has 
committed his Government to one 
route, while Mr. Mackenzie recom- 
mends another. The former takes a 
sweep to the northward through Col- 
umbia and decends on Bute Inlet in 
Queen Charlotte Sound; thence crosses 
by ferry to Vancouver Island, and 
traverses a great p.irt of that to Es- 
quimalt on the Juan-do-Fuea Strait. 
This route is said to be 3000 miles 
longer and four millions more costly 
than Mr. Maokgnzie's, which takes a 
more southern line from Tete Jaune 
Cache, nearly direct to Port Moody on 
Burrard Inlet in the Strait of George on 
tho mainland opposite Vancouver Island. 
It does not follow that the shor/fst and 
cheapest line is the best for this countnj 
to 'promote, and no great advmtage 
would accnie (0 tisfrom the shortest coin- 
mimication mlh the Pacific. The best 
route for this country will bo that 
which opens up the largest tracts of 
fertile territory for colonization and 
future trade, and wo ought to keep tho 
.Beleotion.of the line an open question 
'till' we are satisfied on that point. "We 
must not be led into paying for tho ex- 
pensive route merely to play into the 
hands of politicians or land speculators, 
either in Vancouver Island or else- 
where. And on the othor hand, it 
might be questionable policy to take 
the cheaper line if it passes through 
less valuable territory. The jiresent 
Government have before tliem a splen- 
did opportunity of settling this long- 
pending Canadian difficulty in a way 
highly beneficial to this country, and 
that would in all ]n-obability bring 
about the dawning of a new era in the 
prosperity of our great Dominion. Wo 
can- fancy nothing more likely to waken 
the Canadians from their old torpor 
and stir them to new vigour and new 
life than breaking down the restrictions 
that have hampered their commerce 



and kept them i)oor. Their neigliboi's 
of tho United States have advantages 
over them which, while both are fet- 
tered by tariffs, heavily weights the 
Dominion i)i the race; but wc confident- 
ly believe 'that if these artificial re- 
strictions were rempv^id -'froni the 
weaker and poorer, i£^' would before 
long become tho stronger and more 
pi-OsporouK nation.

The 
aiiimnl w.is, of course, .supjio-sed to be 
of this iuohI (li.sLiiiguishcd parentage 
on both .sides, ami skilled judges award- 
ed it the first prize. There Mr. Allsopp 
saw tho bull and bought it for the sum 
of 115 guineas. So far, however, from 
the bull having the five 'Huueossive 
crosses nece.s.sary to entitle him to be 
couHidiu'ed a bull of high degree, it was 
proved conclusively that this prize- 
svinncr, CJrand Patriot II., was only 
by a -pedigree bull by an ordinary cow. 
Mr. Allsojip, however, was quite satis- 
fied with his purchase, and the bull be- 
eaine jiart of his herd. .\s a result he 
is now the hapjjy possnssor of some 
seventy calves, wliose graiulmoLher is 
an ordinary cow, and is likely to add 
another fifty-eight to tlic number of 
these low-caste beasts, thus lowering 
the whole character of his herd.

No 
ai'rests has been made in the first case, 
but iSlicliael Keogh, in whose liou.so 
Kennedy was housekeeper, is in cust- 
ody in connection with tbe latter. 

The Premier has been enticed by one 
of the Conservatives of Oldham to give 
a written opinion on the subject of the 
Turnerelli wreath.

Benjamin Orchard, late proprietor 
of the Livorj)ool Lectdfi; and at one 
time secretary of a Young Men's Chris- 
tian Afisociation at Liverpool, has been 
before the Liverpool jMagLstrates for 
tho attempted poisoning of two child- 
ren by chloroform, and attempting 
suicide by same means. In reply to 
the charge, prisoner said: — "I did what 
I thought was tho best for my own 
people and I am sorry I failed." 

The last of tho four 100-ton guns 
purchased by the Government from Sir 
Wm. Armstrong was fired on the 27th 
ult. at the Royal Arsenal proof butts 
at ^Voolwich, and all four of tho guns 
may be regarded as having passed the 
preliminary ordeal in a satisfactory 
manner. Experiments are arranged to 
take place at Newliaven with a view of 
testing an improved range-finder which 
is said to be marvellously accurate. 
The instrument is a modification of 
the Italian range-finder, altered accord- 
ing to the designs of Gen. Younghus- 
band, superintendent of the Royal 
Gun Factorie.s, and considerable prac- 
tice has been expended in bringing it 
to perfection. The distance of objects 
has been determined by it Up to 
ranges of 10,000 yards, and it has 
been found possible to hit a small 
boat three miles but at sea at the first 
shot. 

Lord Chelmsford and a number of 
other distinguished oflicers arrived by 
the stop.mer Oeniian at Plymouth on 
the 26th, from the scene of war in 
Zululami Tho Plymouth correspon- 
dent of the Daily Tdegraph says: Lord 
Chelmsford looks much aged since he 
left England ; but passengers on board 
tiie German state he has wonderfully 
picked up on his homeward voyage. 
The immediate members of the family 
were ol course soon round himj but 
after a few minutes' private conversa- 
tion his Lordship cordially greeted all 
his old friends. Sir Evelyn Wood was 
eagerly sought after by many. Tho 
gallant officer, who appears in excellent 
health, stated that he should not have 
dreamt of returning had ha not been 
untJcr the impression that the war was 
over. He expressed great satisfaction 
thooirecTtntibn'llip]' I'^d appeared to 
receive the G. C. B. Colonel Bliil'iaa to 
C, C. B., M'as at once surrounded by 
a host of Devon friends, many of 
whom accompanied him to Exetop. 
Among the other officers, was Colonel 
Crealock, who throughout the African 
campaign has acted as chief of Lord 
Chelmsford's staff, and was one of the 
foremost to congratulate his Lordship 
on the honours which it is alleged arc 
to be conferred upon him. The 
Colonel declared that the plan of cam- 
paign was substantially that which was 
originally fixed upon, and that there 
had been no serious deviation from it 
during tiie whole of the operations. 
Officers on board who wero present at 
Ulundi declare that the defeat inflict- 
ed on the Zulu army was greater than 
has been represented by the reports 
already published, , and are further of 
opinion that the war is at an end. 
Colonel BuUer, in reply to an inquiry, 
expressed an opinion to the eflect that 
the power of Cetewayo was completely 
broken, and that we now had nothing to 
contend with except disjointed bands, 
who would be suppressed with little, if 
any, fighting. As soon as the passen- 
gers and mails had embarked, the cap- 
tain of tho German came to the gang- 
way, followed by his oflicers and many 
pas'sengers, tho crew lining the rigging. 
Capt. Cloxwell called for three cheers 
for Lord Chelmsford, which were en- 
thusiastically given, the heartiness of 
tho cheering" being in no way diminish 
ed when similar demonstrations were 
asked for General Wood and Colonel 
Buller.
